ThE WORK AHEAD, 


The Associated Press Tells of Some of the 
Special Features. 

Washington, September 3.—The senate 
shows no disposition to shirk the responsi- 
bility placed upon it by the house to pass 
the bill to repeal the purchasing clause of 
the Sherman silver law. Mr. Voorhees 
has given frequent notice that he will press 
the repeal bill at all times until it is dis- 
posed of. 7 
It is expected that Mr. Hale’s proposi- 
tion that the senate meet at 11 o'clock 
daily will be accepted and thus gently and 
gradually but firmly the pressure will be 
brought to bear upon the silver men who 
hold out in the fight against the repeal.

A Contested Case.

SUICIDE ENDS If. 


Dr. Thatcher Graves, the Poisgner of 
Mrs. Barnaby, Takes His Life 


WHILE AWAITING HIS SECOND TRIAL 


A Letter in Which He Gives His 
Reasons for the Act. 


CHARGES AGAINST DISTRICT ATTORNEY 


Who, He Says, Controls Both Judge and 
Jury, and He Could Not Hope 
for Justice, 


Denver, Col., September 3.—Dr. Thatcher 
Graves, the convicted poisoner of Mrs. Jose- 
phine Barnaby, committed suicide in his 
cell in the county jall last night, - pre- 
sumably by taking poison. He was found 
stiff and cold in death at 9 o'clock this 
morning by the “trusty” who had been 
earing for him. On his person was found 
the following letter: : 

Denver, Col., August 9, 1893.—To the 
Coroner of Denver. Dear Sir: VPiease den't 
hold any autopsy on my remains. The cause 
of death may be rendered as follows: ‘Died 
from persecution; worn out, exhuausted.’’ 
Yours respectfullr 3 

T. THATCHER GRAVES. 

The corpse was quite cold when found. 
The direct evidence of suicide was visible, 
but the above letter tells the story. There 
were also letters to Mrs. Graves, wife of 
the doctor; to Jailer Crews and an address 
to the public. 

That the prisoner had long contemplated 
taking his own life is evident from the date 
of the letter—August 9th last. 

Another letter was addressed to Captain 
Crews, the jailer. It read as foflows: 

August 9, 1893.—It wou'd keep a man busy 
to follow Stevens and the Hes which he 
unblushingiy hands out to the public. One or 
two, however, is needed, and they are easily 
proven to be les. 

I was a member of the Massachusetts 
also the Connecticut State 
Medical Society. I never have made an ap- 
plication to the Rhode Island Medical So- 
ciety for admission. My Iawyers' have 
papers proving that I never wronged Mrs. 

jarnaby nor her estate. The estate now 
owesame. The public now sees what I have 
to expect from the villainous. cowardl!y false- 
hoods of Stevens. I cannot expend more 
money fighting him. I must take the only 
means to prove it for my wife and dear, 
honored, aged mother. 

T. THATCHER GRAVES. 

As is well known, Dr. Graves was await- 
ing his second trial for the alleged murder 
of Mrs. Josepliine Barnaby, of Providence, 
who, at he time of her death, was visiting 
friends in Denver. She died April 19, 
1891. On April 9th, she drank from a 
bottle of whisky that had come by mail 
from Bosfon, and was labeled “Wish you 
a happy New Year. Please accept this fine 
old whisky from your friends in the woods.” 

The whisky contained a soluton of ar- 
senic. 
the bottle. After one of the most famous 
trials in fhe criminal annals of this coun- 
try, Dr. Graves was @nvicted of murder in 
the first degree and. was sentenced to be 
hanged. ‘The supreme court granted a new 
trial, which was to have begun the latter 
part of this month. 

Everything in Order. 

A thorough search of the cell had been 
made before the letters were brought to 
light. A pile of books and magazines that 
stood on the little table were examined and 
his clothing was searched, but nothing was 
found that would explain the matter until 
the satchel was lifted aside and the lettery 
found under it. The doctor left every- 
thing in order before he died. 

When he was found he was clad in his 
trousers and dress shirt. He lay on his 
right side in a posture he usaally assumed 
after retiring. There was a slight froth 
on his lips which might just as easily have 
come from natura] causes as from poison. 
There were paper sacks of fresh peaches 
and pears on his table, the gift of his wife 
on her late visit yesterday. | 

Mrs. Graves and several gentlemen vis- 
ited the doctor yesterday. As is the cus- 
tom they were searched but nothing of a 
suspicious nature was found on their per- 
son. 

As is evident from the letter addressed 
to the coroner, Dr. Graves undoubtedly 
committed suicide, but with what drug the 
autopsy alone wili tell. It was supposed, 
however, that he took morphine. Mrs. 
Graves, wife of the doctor, was informed 
of her husband’s death shortly before noon. 
She was at the house of Attorney Thomas 
Macon, who has ably defended her hus- 
hand, where she has been stopping for 
some time past. The poor woman was 
deeply affected by the news and for a time 
nobody could comfort her. Mrs. Macon 
did what she could fer the afflicted woman, 
and Mrs. Graves finally regained her com- 
posure and expressed a wish to see her 

nd’s remains.

ried to the jail only to find that the body 
bad been taken to the coroner’s office. 
The news of, the removal of the remains 
caused another affecting scene and the 
poor woman sat in a daze for some time.

The Dector’s Letter to the Public. 


Dr. Graves’s letter to the public was 
given out this evening. 

The doctor charges that, at his trial, 
the bailiffs, court officials, except the 
clerk of the court, the deputies and judge 
and jury were all under the control of 
Iky Stevens, the district attorney, a young 
leading politician, and that he stood no 
chance against Stevens,backed by such a 
judge and a purchasable jury. He says 
he is tired of the whole business. He is 
exhausted, and thinks it useless to continue 
the fight. 

He concluded as follows: 

If it was a fair stand-up, legal fight, 1 
should have some chance and would stand up 
to it. Butitis not fair. Itis as foul and dirty 
an affair as ever disgraced a court. The 
whole power of the court is in the hands 
of Stevens and his nature never allows him

A RATAL RIDE.

Breaks a Telegraph Pole and Crashes 
Into a Saloon. 


FORTY-FIVE PEOPLE WERE INJURED. 


Cincinnati the 8cene ot Ons ofthe Most 
Disastrous Street Car Accidents 
Ever Chronicled. 


Cincinnati, September 3.—What will 
prove, perhaps, the most disastrous street 
car accident ever recorded took place in 
this city this evening at 7 o’clock. 

An electric car dashed down a hill at 
frightful speed, left the track, broke a tel- 
egraph pole and shot jnto a saloon, wreck- 
ing both it and the structure it struck. 

As a result of the collision two people 
are dead, six injured beyond recovery and 
nearly forty more are hurt, many danger- 
ously. 

It was soon after the -Eden park Sunday 
afternoon concert had closed and the 
nightly open air audience, as usual, made 
a rush for the cars “down town.” Avon- 
dale electric car No. 644 was soon packed 
with people, and Motorman George Divine 
ran without incident until he reached the 
grade a mile long that descends into the 
business part of the city. Suddenly th< 
brake became unmanageable and the heavy 
car began to descend with perilous speed. 
Conductor Charles H. Smith ran to his 
comrade’s assistance, but the brake was ob- 
stinate and the two men turned their at- 
tention to the frightened passengers. 

By persuasion and force the half hundred 
or more inmates were kept in their seats, 
while the car, now swaying to and fro, 
shot down the hill with awful velocity un- 
til reaching the intersection of Hunt and 
Broadway, it left the track and smashing 
a telegraph pole which stood in its path 
into two pieces, plunged into the saloon of 
George Schmidt, at 351 Broadway. 

There were forty-five people in the car 
and not one of them escaped injury. The 
motorman and conductor jumped just be- 
fore the car struck the pole and thus es- 
caped a horrible death. The car was 
smmashed into splinters, as was the front of 
the saloon and the bar, and from the de- 
bris at once arose agonizing cries and 
moans that at once toid those within hear- 
ing that a terrible accident had occurred. 

Six patrol wagons were upon the scene 
within a few minutes and the dead and 
dying quickly transferred to the city hos- 
pital. The entire medical force were soon 
busily engaged in rendering such assist- 
ance as wag in their power.

MARC MALONEY, aged twelve, ip- 
stantly killed. 

MRS. SARAH DUBLIN, aged thirty- 
five, fractured skull, died at city hospital 
ten minutes after arriva] there.

The motorman claims that the car had 
attained no unusual momentum when the 
brake refused to do its office. Of the six 
given above as fatally injured it is be- 
lieved that not one can survive for forty- 
eight hours, while others of the injured 
may develop more dangerous wounds than 
appear at the first hasty examination. 


THROUGH A BRIDGE. 


A Terrible Wreck on the Burlington in 
Which Two Men Were Killed. 

Streator, Ill., September 3.—On Saturday 
night a terrible wreck occurred in the out- 
skirts of this city, resulting in the death 
of two unknown men and serious injuries 
to a dozen others. At half past 9 o'clock 
the regular freight and accommodation 
train, which left this city, over the Illinois 
Valley and Northern branch of the Bur- 
lington, went through a bridge 
and the cars of heavy freight, to 
gether with the car containing the passen- 
gers, were piled up at the bottom of a 
twenty-five foot pavine. The wreck took 
fire froma stove. The uninjured trainmen 
succeeded in putting out the flames, but 
not until several passengers had been se- 
verely burned. 

A relief train was sent at once from this 
city and everything was done for the vic- 
tims. The two men who were killed were 
pinned beneath the wreck and their bodies 
were not recovered until daylight.

In the Matter of Relief. 


LATEST REPORTS FROM THE SCENE 


@reat Damage to the Phosphate Intere 
este—The Inspector Has Made. His 
Report to the Governor. 


Columbia, S. C., September 3.—(Special.) 
The people of the nerth are responding 
nobly to the appeal for aid for the sufferers 
on the South Carolina coast. Today Gov- 
ernor Tillman received a telegram from 
two South Carolinians in New York, who 

“s 

“Got over $3,000 worth of supplies on 
the Savannah ship sailing at 3 o'clock.” 

They state that arrangements have been 
perfected to forward from Savannah to 
Beaufort and evry place worst afficted 
around. Responsible parties will distridy 
ute them. The Charleston and Savannah 
ships sailing next week will carry large 
shipments. A small steamer is wanted to 
convey the supplies to every island. 

These gentlemen are Mr. J. J. Dale, of 
J. J. Dale & Co, and D. C. Willson, 
president of the Sea Island Company. 

Gevernor Tillman Ia Active. 

During the phosphate investigation some 
years ago Governor Tillman made a trip 
all through this territory, and he has a 
thorough knowledge of these islands. “This 
knowledge of the coast makes him fear 
that the worst is not yet known. He sayy 
today that he was afraid to get the com- 
plete reutrns, so dreadful was the antici- 
pated disaster. He has received a tele- 
gram from Colonel J. H. Averill saying 
he had appointed the following relief com- 
mittee: George Holmes, mayor, chairman: 
Ff. ¢. Courkeser, W. H. Lockwood, N. 
Christenson, S. E, ae, o, FF. 
Welch, Rebert Smalls, colored, and G. W. 
Ford, colored. Colonel Averill adds: “Ad- 
ditional reports from remote sections of 
the islands are coming in hourly, adding 
largely to the number of lives lost, and to 
the total loss of provisions, clothing, crops 
and houses.” 

Yesterday the governor gave his entire 
time and attention to the matter 
of the immediate relief of the stricken 
thousands. He has thrown all other pub- 
lic business to the winds for the present, 

The Governor Talks. 

The governor, in talking of the condition 
of affairs, said: 

“I hope that some one will make them go 
to work at once and plant turnips on the 
islands. They can get them ready for 
Winter, and it is the only crop that they 
can- now raise. The stock of provisions 
at Beaufort and other points down there 
will run out*very likely in a day or two; 
therefore, I would suggest to the people 
that instead of sending money altogether 
they purchase’ provisions and meats 
and send them to the relief committee, 
which I have just appointed.. I should 
think that some of this money should be 
telegraphed to Charleston with instruction 
that provisions be bought and forwarded 
from that point, as it is near, and the goods 
could be sent around by boat.” 

The State Will Lose. 

In addition to the loss of life and private 
property the state and the phosphate com- 
panies will be heavy losers. The phos- 
phate industry, from which the state de- 
rives a large part of its revenue, is well 
vigh paralyzed. 

Upon the receipt of a dispatch from 
Phosphate Inspector Jones today, saying 
that every one of the mining companies 
had been destroyed and that everything 
was ruined, the governor wired the inspec- 
tor to report here in person as s00n as 
possible. “I will call a meeting,” said the 
governor, “of the state phosphate commis- 
zion on Monday or Tuesday in this city and 
try to do something to get the mining 
companizs in running order within the next 
few months. We will have to bear a por- 
tion of this fearful loss. It is very certain 
that we will have to reduce the phosphate 
royalty considerably, and this reduction 
will bave to last until the companies can 

et on their feet again. This will not 
urt the state finances this year, but it 
is likely to be serious next year. We have 
already bad more than the average yearly 
amount paid in the treasury for this year. 

‘This loss has, undoubtedly, been terri- 
ble on the companies. ‘he brotherhood’s 
big dredge, one of the finest and costliest 
in the phosphate service, has been wreck- 
ed. have not heard from the state’s 
boat, Sallie, but I hope she has disappear- 
ed, as she never was worth anything. 1 
feel much sympathy for the contractor who 
is building the big docks for the govern- 
ment at Port Koyal. He has already been 
ruined by his niisfortunes, and this storm 
will probably finish him.”

The ag- 
gregate loss, in my opinion, is about $350,- 
000. With a Hberal policy adopted by the 
State and concessions granted, the Coosaw 
Farmers’ and Beaufort companies can re- 
sume operations in sixty days, if money 
and labor can be secured. 

A large number of phosphate hands had 
built their own homes on Coosaw island. 
With strong ship glasses we could not see 
a single house standing, and not a single 
soul. There is nothing left of the custom 
houses. The Pacific mines are completely 
lost. The Sea Island Chemical works lose 
$25,000. We sighted two vessels high and 
dry on Chisolm island marsh, one on South 
Edisto and a water-logged schooner in St. 
Helena sound. In Port Royal sound we 
saw eight wrecks. My estimate of the loss 
on the island’s adjacent to Beaufort, not 
including those south of the Savannah 
river, is between 1,000 and 1,500, most of 
whom are negroes. There were very few 
whites on those islands. Judging from the 
glasses from the boat on which I circled 
the islands only the west side , shows any 
vestige of life. The islands are com: 
pletely destroyed and the crops have been 
swept entirely away. There is danger of 
a water famine all over the islands, and 
even in Beaufort county all the wells and 
cisterns are filled with salt water. 


CHARLESTON’S GOOD WORK. 


The People Are Responding Nobly to the 
Call for Help. 

Charleston, S. C., September 3.—(Spe- 
citl.)—In nearly all the Charleston churches 
the sermons today related to the great 
storm last Sunday night, and special col- 
lections were taken up for the benefit of 
the sufferers on the sea islands. The con- 
tributions netted quite a handsome sum, 
and an organigation was effected for the 
systematic work of relief among the church 
people. Collections were taken up in the 
colored churches today. The Mt. Zion 


African Methodist Episcopal church = con- 
gregation, which had its church building 
wrecked by the storm, raised over $40, 
and others of the damaged churches, white 
and black, showed by their contributions, 
though small in amount, the spirit whch 
animates hope in this dread emergency. 
Some of the colored congregations have 
called mass meéetings for tomorrow and 
Tuesday nights to raise a large relief fund. 

The Charleston relief committee, organ- 
ized yesterday, sent out four carloads and 
a steamboat load of provisions last night. 
The Southern Express Company’s vans 
were out today collecting clothing and 
Dedding for the destitute. All the railroad 
companies aud the express company have 
offered to transport all supplies free of 
eharge. The relief committee will hold 
regular daily meetings to keep the work 
moving: 

Reports from the storm-stricken districts 
increase jn horror every day. Fully one 
thousand lives are lost, and the living are 
begging for bread. Charleston, though bad- 
ly hit by the storm, is going down in her 
pockets to help the sufferers. There is no 
worthier and more deserving object of 
charity than this, and it is hoped that the 
American people will heed this call for 
help. Money is needed to buy provisions 
a supplies. ° Contributions may be safely 
sent to Joseph W. Barnwell, chairman 
Charleston relief committee, or to ‘lhe 
News and Courier. 

Today the city authorities were pushing 
the work of clearing up the wreck of the 
cyclone, and the city is wide awake and 
ready for the transaction of all business 
seut here.

Royal, and that almost the entire town was 
swept away.

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PREDICTIONS WANTED. 


the Storm 
Resulta. 


Washington, September 3.—One sequel to 
the late hurricane will be the effort to have 
the government to furnish predictions for 
mariners as it does now farmers and bust- 


ness men. To this end the attention of con- 
gress will probably be called to the work of 
the hydrographic bureau of the navy depart- 
ment in furnishing information to seafaring 
men concerning coming storms. It is in- 
teresting to note that the great hurricane was 
predicted by the weather bureau days be- 
fore its appearance and the supporters of the 
movement to secure prognogtications for 
weather on the ocean use this as an argument 
to prove that if such accurate predictions 
could be made on the meager information re. 
ceived by the weather bureau concerning the 
hurricane’s formation near the West Indes, 
much better results would be obtained by ex- 
tending the service to islands in the sea and 
other places adjacent to the United States. 
Credit for the wonderful prediction concern- 
ing the origin and cause of the hurricane is 
due to Professor Cleveland Abbe, of the 
weather bureau. From Friday morning, Au- 
gust 25th when Professor Abbe located it on 
scant Ynformation 500 miles east of Florida 
until itg disappearance in the north, the pro. 
fessor did not make a single error in his pre- 
dictions. He gave warning to the sections 
devastated days in advance of the hurricane’s 
appearance, and even when all wires were 
down he stil] issued his prognostications and 
managed to give the true result. 

This extraordinary work of the weather 
bureau will be used in support of the 
scheme to secure predictions for the benefit 
of mariners to be. distributed daily by tele- 
— to newspapers @t all shipping ports. 
‘he pilot chart of the north Atlantic ocean 
for September, just issued by the hydro- 
graphic office, is made up from reports furn- 
ished by captains of vessels, by the weather 
bureau and by the newspapers, but its value 
is somewhat diminished by the lateness and 
infrequency of its publication. This month's 
chart contains sdme valuable information 
apro to the recent storm. and the follow- 
ing rales for the benefit of mariners, yachts- 
men and others when overtaken by a hurri- 
cane:

a few days afterward who were suspected 
of being the sharpers who did the old 
man out of his cash. They were released 
next day after their arrest, Chief Atkins, 
of Knoxville, and od man Davenport 
having failed to identify them. 

It has just come to light that, while the 
men arrested were really not the mea 
wanted for the Knoxville swindle, they 
were crooks of ‘the first water, and were 
playing for a much bigger same than herr 
pals found in the Knoxville granger. The 
lucky accident of their arrest saved a 
prominent banker of Lynchburg, Va., from 
being done out of $10,000, and perhaps 
even losing his life. 

This story, which is true in every par 
ticular, of the entrapping of one of the 
shrewdest financiers and capitalists in the 
Hill City, and the exceedingly cunning 
and wwell-laid scheme of the sharpers 
to decoy him out into the wilds of the 
Tennessee border with $10,000 in cold 
eash in his grip, is an interesting one, and 
furnishes another illustration of the ex- 
ceedingly great credulity of the average 
man—especially when there is in the story 
he is asked to believe a possibility of pe 
cuniary gain to him. 

The adventure bas been very closely 
kept, and it was only by accident that 
your reporter stumbled upon the particulars 
today. 

One day last spring a harmless-looking, 
unsophisticated old man, whose unkempt 
hair and primitive clothes betokened his 
far-western origin, stepped hesitaltingly 
into one of the leadmg banks of Lynch- 
burg and inquired if Mr. —— (giving the 
name of one of the leading officials in the 
bank) could be found there. Upon being 
~answered in the alfirmiative, he asked 
to see him alone for a few minutes. 

On being introduced into the official's 
private room, he stated that he was from 
the Indian territory, where he had been 
for a number of years the confidential 
scout and agent of the chief of one of 
the smaller tribes on the far frontier; 
that the chief, who was now very old, 
had heard the name of the banker from 
a traveler, and that it was the same as 
that of a partner and friend of his in years 
gone, who, with the aid and under the 
protection of the chief, had discovered a 
fabulously rich gold mine, and, after work- 
ing it awhile, had been killed accidentally; 
that the chief and this man had a solemn 
league that the chief would never reveal 
to any white man the locality. of the 


family of his friend; that, since the man’s 
death, the chief had been true to his 
promise through a long series of Years, 
and having only recently heard the name 
of the Lynchburg banker, had sent him 
up there to see him and talk to him about 
it, offering to reveal to him the where- 
abouts of the rich mine and take him in 
as a partner to work it if he cared to go 
into it, and turned out to be really akin 
to the Indian’s old friend. 

The story was told with such an air 
of frankness and guileless innocence that 
the banker swallowed it all down, dead 
man and all. He expressed great interest 
in the old chief, but was willing to go 
into it only when he could have an inter- 
view with the chief and find confirmation 
of the story. The old scout then revealed 
to him the astounding information that 
the chief had come east with him as far 
as the T’ennessee line, and was now en- 
“amped in the woods not far from Bristol, 
and had with him two great bars of gold, 
each weighing eighty-five pounds; that he 
scorned the effeminacies of civAization and 
was distrustful of the pale-faces, and was 
dwelling in a rude tent in the forest, where 
he was awaiting his return. 

The old miner showed the banker a bar of 
gold weighing a half pound or more and 
asked him to take it to a jeweler’s and have 
it tested, which he did, finding it to be real- 
ly gold. 

The banker’s interest was greatly in- 
creased of course by this tangible proof 
of the story and he took the frontiersman 
to his home as his guest. There the old 
fellow was completely cap®ivated by the 
beauty and grace of the banker’s wife, 
and, as a token of his regard, he cut off 
about an ounce of the gold bar and gave 
it to have a ging or a brooch made 
for her. The banker was now ready and 
eager to work at the great mine, -express- 
ing himself as entirely satisfied of the 
truth of the story and the old fellow dis- 
closed to him just what the chief wanted 
him to do. He only wanted the banker, 
if he really was akin to his old partner 
and friend (and the banker was satisfied 
he was) to furnish about $10,000 to buy ma- 
chinery needed to develop and work the 
mine. He did not want the money; he 
wanted a partner who had the money and 
the partner could keep the cash and ex- 
pend it all himself and all the gold mined out 
should pass through his hands, he keeping 
one-third for his share of the venture. He 
also stated that they had tive bars already 
worked out, two of which the chief had 
with him in the tent near Bristol ang would 
turn over to his partner as svog@ as the 
partnership was formed. All that was nec- 
essary to complete it was for the banker to 
take $10,000 and go out and show the old 
chief that he had it and was acting in good 
faith. Then he could bring it back with 
him and also the two eighty-tive pound bars 
of gold, while the other three would be 
shipped to him at once. 

Strange as it may seem, the banker be- 
lieved the whole story, no doubt thinking 
that he wae dealing with the untutored sons 
of the forest that he had read about, and 
packing $10,000 in cash im his grip he came 
to Bristol with the miner, who paid his 
way. When he reached here, under the 
guidance of the miner, he went out into 
the hills north of town and sure enough in 
the depths of the forest they found a tent 
and in it an old Indian decked out in all 
the gaudy feathers and finery of the rude 
tribes of the frontier. After a deal of 
palaver, the old scout acting as jnterpre- 
ter, the Indian chief not understanding a 
word of English, apparently, the chief 
expressed his satisfaction with his supposed 
partner and produced the two great shin- 
ing bars of solid gold. The miner gave 
the banker a small auger and told him to 
bore into the bars where he pleased and 
they would take the shavings to town and 
have a jeweler test them. He did so, bor- 


ing several holes and gathering every parti- 
cle of the precious dust, which he brought 
to Bristol, where an expert jeweler exam- 
ined it and i .

The plot was complete up to this point 
and the banker was ready and eager Ww 
drop into the arms of the ewindlers, of 
whose honesty he had not a doubt, but 
just at the crucial moment two of the party 
were arrested by the Bristol police on ac- 
count of the noxville matter and ‘the 
others took the alarm and fied. The bank- 
er waited for the return of the old scout, 
but he came not. He took a gentleman 
of Bristol with him and went to the old 
chief's ag in the woods, but he, too, had 
folded up his belongings and played the 
Arab act. Looking around the place they 
found in some freshly disturbed leaves the 
two great bars of gold, which the banker 
nabbed gnd brought to town. He consulted 
a lawyer about his right to keep them and 
on being assured that by the terms of the 
agreement they were properly in his custody 
he carried them back to Lynchburg with 
him, never for a moment doubting that they 
were gold. He cut off a piece and sent it 
to the mint at Philadelphia and when he 
received the return his dream was shattered. 
His cakes were all dough; his gold was 
brass—common brass—oroide, worth about 
50 cents a pound. 

The banker is ahead of the game by about 
$40 given him for expenses by the innocent 
old scout, and the 170 pounds of brass in 
his possession. But for the lucky accident 
of the arrest of the two sharpers by the 
police he would have been minus his $10,000 
in cash and there is hardly a doubt but that 
his bones would now be bleaching in some 
lonely mountain dell.

tuary Report—The City Registration 
Books—Points About People. 


Macon, Ga., September 3.—(Special.)— 


» ‘fomorrow is Labor Day in Georgia, as 
| \ well as in other states. By an act of the 


jegislature of Georgia, approved October 
16, 1891, the first Monday in September of 
each and every year is set apart asa legal 
holiday to be known as “Labor Day.” 

It is not known whether the banks will 
suspend business or not. The matter had 
not been determined at this writing. I am 
informed that the banks closed last year. 
Strange to say, nothing is said in the act 
concerning the duty of banks as regards 
the presenting for payment or acceptance 
and of the protesting and giving notice of 
the dishonor of bills of exchange, bank 
checks and promissory notes. 

The act simply says: ‘Be it enacted by 
the general assembiy of the state of Geor- 
gia Wat from and after the passage of this 
act the first Monday in September of each 
and every year be and the same is hereby 
get apart as a legal holiday to be known 
as “Labor Day.” 

There is said to be grave doubts as to 
the iegahty of said act, but no one will 
make complaint on that score, as it is ‘The 
manifest policy of this state that the first 
Monday in September should be observed 
as a legal holiday, and it is right and 
proper that all persons in every calling 
and business should have an opportunity 
of celebrating said day in some fit and ap- 
propriate manner. Kailroads, banks and 
all classes of business should observe 
Labor Day. 


Macon’s Mortuary Report. 


The mortuary report of the city of Ma- 
con for the month of August has been com- 
piled. ‘the report is based on a popwa- 
tion of 28000 people—whites, 15,00U0; col- 
ored, 13,000. ‘he total number of deaths 
for the month of August were sixty-two, 
against sixty-four for July, and seventy- 
two for August of last year. ‘The report 
shows that of the sixty-two there were: 
White males, 11; females, 13; total, 24. 
Colored males, 16; females, 22; total, 38. 
There were twenty-six males and thirty- 
five females. ‘There were twenty-eight 
children under ten years of age—eighteen 
colored aud ten white. Eight were fifty 
years of age, six colored and two white. 
Consumption carried off eleven-—whites, 
five, colored six. ‘Three died of old age, 
all colored. Fever of any kind, seven; 
Bright’s disease, three; by violence, street 
car injuries, white male, one. One col- 
ored female chiid murdered. Annual ra- 
tio per 1,000, white, 1-02; colored, 3.02; 
average ratio, 2.01. It will thus be seen 
that the general health of Macon js excel- 
jent, and the annual ratio of deaths per 
1,000 population is very small. 

Will Appeal the Case. 


The city of Macon is preparing to appeal 
the Georgia Packing Company case trom 
Judge Speer’s decision to the circuit court 
of appeals. ‘This is the case in which 
Judge Speer decided that the city of Ma- 
con hag no constitutional right to prohibit 
dealers in fresh meats selling at any other 
place in the city than at the market house 
during certain hours. If Judge WSpeer’s 
decision stands it is liable to greatly re- 
reduce the revenue of the market house, 
if it does not break up the market en- 
tirely. The probability is that those 
butchers who have stalls rented at the 
market until the end of the year will aban- 
don them January Ist and sell only at their 
regular places of business in the city. 

City Registration Books. 


The city registration books for the elec- 
tion of mayor and aldermen will be opened 
by City Clerk Bridges Smith on October 
1st. ‘The election does not occur until the 
second Saturday in December, but the 
opening of the registration books will be 
the opening of the municipal campaign, 
and candidates for mayor and aldermen 
will prepare to announce themselves.

There are 
many in Macon who are willing to wager 
that the next mayor of Macon will be 
either George Price, Bob Smith or Henry 
Horne. 


&2,000 of Certificates. 


The Central railroad yesterday got 
$2,000 of certificates from the Union Sav- 
ings bank with which to aid in paying oft 
employes at Macon. ‘These certificates 
will get into general circulation, for they 
will be paid out to persons who will spend 
every dollar of them in the retail trade. 
The certificates daily grow in popularity. 

lo Tax Dogs. 

It is probable that next year the mayor 
and council will impose a tax of $1 on 
every dog in the city. Heretofore the 
owners of dogs have only been required to 
buy a badge for them, and ali dogs found 
running at large without a badge were im- 
pounded and if the owners did not take 
them out of the pound and buy a badge 
the canine was killed. The price of a 
badge has been $2. Badges were not re- 
quired for those dogs that were kept in 
is and not allowed to go on the streets. 

he revenue derived by_the city from the 
sale of badges amounts to only $200 or $300 
per year, and out of this the expenses of 
the dog catchers had to be paid. Under 
the proposed new law the owner of every 
dog in the city will be required each year 
to go to the city hall and register the dog, 

breed, ete., and pay a tax of $1 for 
each dog. In return a badge will be fur- 
nished to the dog owner to be placed on 
the dog and the badge will be evidence 
that the tax on the dog has been paid. The 
tax will have to be paid on every dog, 
whether the animal is kept fastened up in 
a yard or is allowed to run at large on the 
streets. A dog will have to be registered 
just as a man makes tax returns of his 
property. It is expected that the tax on 
dogs will bring into the treasury of the 
city over $2,000 per year, whereas the city 
makes only a hundred dollars or so by the

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What Does It Mean? 

The Constitution has been pointing out 
from time to time that the republican 
policy of unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law—the policy that has been 
forced through the house under the lead- 
ership of Thomas B. Reed—has for its 
purpose the destruction of silver as stand- 
ard money and the fastening of gold 
monometallism on the people of ‘this 
country. 

What is the evidence of this? It Is 
to be found in the fact that the bankers 
and the money lenders have brought to 
bear on congress every tool, instrument 
and agency that money can buy or hire. 
It is to be found in the fact that the re- 
publican party, led by John Sherman 
and Thomas B. Reed, has arrayed itself 
solidly in favor of the policy of repeal 
which leaves the democratic pledge re- 
pudiated. It is to be found in the fact 


that the howl for unconditional repeal . 


has come exclusively from the moneyed 
classes and those whom they could in- 
fluence. . 

The truth is, the evidence is cumula- 
tive and abundant. It crops out in un- 
expected places. The New York Even- 
ing Post referring to- “General Gordon's 
unexpected appearance among the ad- 

vocates of immediate and unconditional 
repeal,” makes this comment on his atti- 
tude: “He has not only been a silver 
man, but one of the rampant sort, hav- 
ing, in fact, swallowed pretty much all 
of the doctrines of the farmers’ alliance, 
and been rather proud of the feat. For 
him to have suffered such a sea change 
is a striking testimony to the power of 
public sentiment.” 

Potonius would remark on this that 
“the power of public sentiment” ex- 
ploited here is very excellent, but we 
have neither the leisure nor the inclina- 
tion to philosophize that Polonius had. 
We are more interested in The Evening 
Post’s interpretation of General Gor- 
don’s attitude than we are in the “power 
of public sentiment” that has no exist- 
ence among the senator’s constituents 
nor in the party that he represents. 

But General Gordon is not the only 
democratic senator whose attitude to- 
ward the Sherman law has been inter- 
preted as a conversion from bimetallism 
to gold monometallism. : In the current 
issue of Harper’s Weekly, there are 
some illuminating remarks on the atti- 
tude of Senator Voorhees. “The free 
coinage movement is beginning to disin- 
tegrate, and ‘the friends of silver’ to 
fall assunder,” the Harper editor de- 
clares. “The strongest evidence of the 
power of public opinion is furnished by 
the conversion of Senator Voorhees.” 

It should be borne in mind that in the 
speeches in which Gordon and Voorhees 
announced their intention to vote for the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman 
law, they avowed their fidelity to the 
democratic platform, denounced gold 
monometallism as a folly and a crime, 
and declared themselves to be in favor 
of the double standard, which can only 
be reached through the free coinage of 
Bilver. 

And yet the organs of goldolatry in- 
form their readers that these two demo- 
cratic senators will vote against silver 
and in favor of the gold standard when 
they vote in favor of the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman law. Henry 
Villard’s man Frilay. Horace White, 
says that General Gordon has suffered 
a sea change. The agent of the money 
power, who edits Harper’s Weekly, de- 
clares that Senator Voorhees has been 
converted. 

Democrats are very much interested 
in knowing what all this means. [If it 
is not in the nature of a declaration on 
the part of the organs of the gold trust 
that a vote in favor of the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman law is a vote in 
favor of gold monometallism, it is im- 
possible to understand the English lan- 
guage. The gold trust organs care 
nothing whatever about the vehement 
way in which Gordon and Voorhees con- 
secrate themselves, as it were, to the 
service of the democratic party and to 
the democratic doctrine of bimetallism. 
The organs regard that sort of business 
as merely a polite way of getting rid of 
fn embarrassing entanglement. The 
vote for unconditional repeal is what 
they are after, and when unconditional 
repeal is accomplished, they know that 
gold monometallism is fastened on the 
country for at least four years. 

It is natural that the organs of the 
gold trust should not lay any great stress 
on arguments for bimetallism that are 
employed to lead the way to a vote in 
favor of gold monometallism. © John 
Sherman, the arch conspirator, talked 
loudly in behalf of bimetallism. 
man Hoar lifted up his husky voice jn 
favor of it. Tom Reed is a bimetallist. 
All the republicans in congress are in 
are opposed to free coimage are in 
favor of bimetallism.

“Give us gold monometallism,” say 
John Sherman and all who are following 
him, “strike down silver, destroy one- 
half the money basis of the country, and 
we will gladly permit you to call us 
bimetallists. In fact, we are bimetal- 
lists, rank and rampant, if you will give 
us the single gold standard.” 

We wonder if congressmen who are 
following the lead of John Sherman 
think they are fooling the people? 


An Oldtime Leader. 

The Boston Herald, in an editorial on 
“Oratory in Congress,” says that “in 
the days that immediately preceded the 
war, the south had many vehement 
speakers in congress to fire the southern 
heart, but only one conspicuously elo- 
quent man—Yancey, of Alabama.” 

Mr. Yancey was, in the estimation of 
many, the south’s greatest orator, but 
he was not in congress “in the days that 
immediately preceded the war.”  Be- 
fore the expiration of his second con- 
gressional term in 1846, he resigned. In 
his letter to his constituents at that 
time he stated plainly his unwillingness 
to act with the democratic party so long 
as it yielded to the influence and con- 
trol of the northern democrats who were 
after the spoils and nothing else. 

In voluntarily retiring from congress 
at a time when he had made a national 
reputation, Mr. Yancey was controlled 
by motives of the highest patriotism. 
He believed that it was his mission to 
shape southern sentiment, and he was 
satisfied that he would be more success- 
ful in the work if he threw off the tram- 
mels of office. He was determined to 
solidify southern sentiment and bring 
his people to the point where they would 
submit to the arbitrament of war rather 
than tamely surrender their rights and 
their property to an unfriendly section. 
For fourteen years, when not engaged in 
the active practice of his profession, this 
born leader of the people devoted him- 
self to his chosen mission. He delivered 
hundreds of addresses in all parts of 
the south. Once, when the democratic 
party was overwhelmingly against his 
policy, he left the stump and took up 
his pen in order to give his views a 
wider circulatién. He announced his 
determination not to form a new party, 
but at the same time he made it under- 
stood that he had left his party and 
would stand alone until it came to him. 

The years rolled on and the rank and 
file of the southern democracy began to 
see that they gained nothing and had 
nothing to hope for in compromising 
and yielding point after point to please 
the northern democrats. There was 
a general call for Yancey to take the 
leadership. He refused to re-enter con- | 
gress, but went on the stump again, and 
took an active and a controlling part in 
state and national conventions. His 
supremacy in the councils of the southern 
wing of the party soon became absolute; 
his policy won the day, and under the 
spell of his magnetic eloquence the south- 
ern confederacy rose only to fall again, 
after an unequaled struggle for a place , 
among the nations of the earth. 

Mr. Yancey died too early. He should 
have lived to see the democratic party 
led in the senate by John Sherman, and 
in the house by Tom Reed! 

But death was kind to him. He was 
spared the bitter humiliation of seeing 
his party obtain control of the federal 
government only to be led by the east- 
ern democrats and their gold shark re- 
publican bosses. That spectacle was re- 
served for the wondering and muddled 
generation of these later days. 
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Fulton’s Tax Returns. 
It is no small compliment to Fulton 
county’s progress that in a year when 
almost every other county in the state 
shows a decrease, that she should show 
an advance of over one and a half mil- 
lions.

‘Their work merits the thanks of 
the people who elected them to office. 


Steam and Railways in the Past. 

The average citizen is under the im- 
pression that James Watt was the first 
successful experimenter with steam, and 
that George Stenhenson first utilized 
steam motive power in transportation. 

A recent book, “The Railroad Ques- 
tion,” by William Larrabee, calls atten- 
tion to the fact that steam power and 
railways were not unknown centuries 
before the days of Watt and Stephen- 
son. Steam engines existed in the sec- 
ond century before Christ, according to 


Old | 


Hero, of Alexandria, who describes in 
his “Pneumatica” a number of contri- 
vances by which steam was utilized as 
a source of power. In the seventeenth 
eentury attempts were made to move 
wheels by steam, but the experiments 
were abandoned. At the beginning of 
the eighteenth century Denis Papin con- 
structed a small steamboat in which he 
traveled fifteen miles on the Fulda river. 
As far back as a century and a half ago 
steam locomotives were constructed in 
a crude fashion. Newton experimented 
with one in 1680. Dr. Robinson in 1759 
wrote about a “steam vehicle.” Oliver 
Evans exhibited in 1804, in the streets 
of Philadelphia, before 20,000 specta- 
tors, a carriage propelled by steam. 


As for railways, they were used in the 
sixteenth century by the miners in the 
Hartz mountains. The rails were made 
of wood, and these tracks were used for 
small cars in Hngland in the reign of 
Eligabeth. Cast iron rails came into use 
in ' ; 

facts will interest the thousands 
of readers who are under the impression 
that both steam power and railways 
date from the times of Watt and Steph- 
enson. It is well, when we are boast- 
ing of modern achievements, to go back 
to the earlier ages of the world and see 
what was then accomplished. If the 
ancients had steam engines two centuries 
before Christ it is easy to believe that 
they were familiar with many other devi- 
ces which are commonly supposed to be 
the product of modern invention. Per- 
}haps there is nothing new under the sun. 


Another Great Exposition. 

The Philadelphia Press says that the 
next great anniversary which will proba- 
bly be celebrated by an international 
exposition is the first English colony in 
the United States at Jamestown in 1607. 
Our contemporary says: 

The oecasion is fourteen years off, or at 
about the same remova] from the Chicago 
exposition as that from the exposition bere. 
The south in the next fourteen years will 
make the same stupendous advance as the 
center of this country in the past sixteen 
years. It will have a right and a desire to 
lead in celebrating the early beginnings of 
the English race on this continent, for no 
section owes more of its present popoula- 
tion to the English settlers of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries. Progress will be 
as great, advance as rapid, and discovery,as 
remarkable in the. next fourteen years as 
In the time since the exeposition was held 
here, and it will be as easy to spend $50,- 
000,000 then as to expend $33,000,000 Dow, or 
$15,000,000 In 1876. 

In 1876 the centennial was freely pre- 
dicted as likely to be the last of such guath- 
erings. ‘The same is said today of Chicago. 
But these great gatherings are certain to be 
repeated every fifteen or twenty years on a 
steadily increasing scale of magnificence and 
grandeur, and the next will uaturally fall in 
107. 

but where shall this great interna- 
tional affair be held? ‘The Press thinks 
that Jamestown will be as much out of 
the way for such a celebration as the 
Bahama island on which Columbus land- 
ed, but it suggests that Washington is 
near, and Richmond still nearer. Neither 
of these cities, however, suits the Phila- 
delphia paper, and it suggestively re- 
marks that “Atlanta:in 1907, still more 
than today, will be the railroad center 
of the south.” 

Naturally, the celebration of the Eng- 
lish colonization of the south should be 
held at a central point. It is out of the 
question to have an exposition at James- 
town, and that being the case, The Press 
shows good judgment in indicating At- 
lanta as the proper place. 

It looks like a big undertaking, but 
Atlanta, with the usual government ap- 
propriation of $5,000,000 or so, and the 
co-operation of both the United States 
and England ought to be able fourteen 
years from now to hold an international 
exposition worthy of the occasion. AS 
it is proposed to celebrate the English 
colonization of the country there ‘is no 
reason why Atlanta should not be select- 
el as the place for the jubilee. The 
north has had its great centennial expo- 
sition, and the west the world’s fair. It 
is now the south’s turn, and Atlanta is 


its central metropolis.

Patrolman Harper Will Be Asked to 
Tell About His Shot. 


CHIEF CONNOLLY ISSUES AN ORDER 


He Says That Only in Cases ofthe Most 
Urgent Self Defense Shall Pistols Be 
Used—Is the Negro Lije Young? 


Patrolman Harper will be called upon to 
explain to fhe board of police commission- 
ers why he shot at the supposed escaped 
convict with such bad results last Friday 
afternoon. | 

Chief Connolly has prepared the matter 
for the board and Harper will be arraigned 
at the next meeting, one week from today. 
Chief Connolly ordered an investigation of 
the affair soon after it occurred Friday 
and upon receiving Captain Manley’s report 
took action in the matter. Harper wiil 
not be suspended from duty pending the 
hearing and may make a satisfactory show- 
ing before the board, but he is wanted to 
tell why he did it to the danger of the 
lives of others. 

Chief Connolly yesterday issued the fol- 
lowing order, which grew directly out of 
the Harper shooting: 

“The members of the force are notified 
that they must not use their firearms ex- 
cept in most urgent cases of self defense.”’ 

‘The chief states that it has always been 
a rule of the department that pistols were 
not to be used except for self-defense or 
in preventing the escape of a murderer, 
and not in the latter case when the lives of 
iunocent jpeople were endangered. The 
Harper shooting will have the effect of 
stopping any indiscriminate shooting that 
members of the police force might engage 


in. 

The -identity of the unegro_ Patrolman 
Harper shot at is still a greatéT™mystery 
than ever and is now one of the strangest 
puzzles that the police department has 
had to cope with for some time. There are 
on file at police headquarters two telegrams 
from Superintendent Reese, of the con- 
vict camps stating that Lige Young, the 
Cedartown jadildburne# has not escaped, 
but is now at his place in the camps. On 
the other hand, the son of Sheriff Clements, 
of Polk county, who knew Young very 


“well, has identified the negro at police head- 


quarters as Young. 

Yesterday Sheriff E. C. Cleménts, of 
Cedartown came to Atlanta to take a look 
at the negro and settle the matter, if pos- 
sible. He took two long and thorough 
looks at the prisoner and left shaking his 
head doubtfully. He declared his inability 
to say whether the negro was Young or 
not. He says the likeness is very strik- 
ing and for awhile he was inclined to believe 
the prisoner was Young. When he’ left 
for home, however, he said he would not 
be willing to say that the negro was the 
one who fired the Cedartown jail. 

The negro is still held and will be until 
the matter is fully investigated. But it 
now seems that his chances for getting 
out are good, as there is no better author- 
ity as to the whereabouts of Lige Young, 
convict, than the superintendent,

The New Building Is a Gem—Neatly Fur- 
nished and Well Supplied with New 
Books—Several Names Added. 


The new building of the Young Men’s 
Library Association will be thrown open 
today.

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Some of the Moonshiners at the Jail 
Almost Without Clothes. 
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AND MOST OF THEM ARE BAREFOOTED 


The Man Who Will Have to Walk Home 
W hen His Sentence Expires Talks 
About Their Condition. 


Barefooted and wretchedly clad, many 
of the white moonshiners at the Atlanta 
jail present pathetic looking spectacles. 

Assistant Jailer McCullough called the. 
attention of a Constitution reporter Ww 
their condition yesterday. He stated that 
many pitiable looking objects were among 
them, and a look among the prisoners 
proved his statement to be true. 

Among a lot of fifty or more moon. 
shiners, twenty were found barefooted, 
and their backs covered with nothing but 
torn shirts. Many of them nave been in 
the prison for as long as four months, and 
have been forced to wear the same clothing 
during the entire time. A big moonshiner 
without ether shoes or coat and clothe 
in rags, acted as spokesman for the party. 

“I’m from Haralson county,” he said, 
“and I have been in this place four months- 
You see that I aint got no clothes on fit 
to wear, and there is a good many im & 
worse fix than me. We've been talking it 
over, and thought you mout put sumpen 
in the paper as would help us. 

“My time’s out in two weeks, and lessen 
I get some money from home I'll have ta 
walk all the way home. I ain’t got a 
cent, and it'll be mighty tough walking 
all the way without shoes, and my clothes 
won't last all the way. You can see for 
yourself that there’s lots more in as bad 
a fix as I am.” 

He added that he thought something ig 
the paper might bring them some help- 
He said they were all miserably poor, and 
many of them would be compelled to walk 
home when their time expired. The men 
were sitting about on their benches, and, 
without an exception, were miserable look- 
ing. Sometimes the heart of a kind visitor 
to the jail is touched by their condition, 
and gives them some help. 

Last week Captain J. W. English was at 
the jail, and he was inexpressibly touched 
by the woe-begone appearances of the 
men- He gave the jailer a dollar to buy 
stamps for them to write home with. Fifty 
stamps were bought, and one was given 
to each moonshiner. It was pathetic to 
note the eagerness with which the men 
grasped ‘the proffered stamps, and that 
night nearly a half hundred messages ieft 
the jail for the homes of the imprisoned 


men. 

Jailer McCullough says the men are 
good prisoners, and never give him any 
trouble. He asks that the readers of ‘I'he 
Constitution be made acquainted with the 
real condition of the men, and says that 
any assistance for them will be joyfully 
received.

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“LAST NIGHT'S RALLY. 


An Interesting Service at the Central 
Congregational Church. 


THE MEMBERSHIP IS A UNIT. 


Dr. Sherrill Leaves ‘or Chicago W ednesday 
to Deliver an Address Before the 
World’s Congress of Religion. 


If there existed any doubt as to the unity 
of feeling in the Central Congregationalist 
church of thig city that doubt was effec- 
tualky removed by the rally which was held 
‘at the church Jast night. 

Dr. Sherrill, the pastor of the church, was 
present, and with him Dr. R. S. Barrett, 
of St. Luke’s Episcopal church. The audi- 
torium of the little edifice was crowded to 
its utmost accommodation, amd after the 
seats Were exhausied chairs were brought 
in to supply the congregation. 

It was the oceasion of Dr. Sherrill’s last 
appearance before leaving the city on a 
short vacation to the northwest. He leaves 
for Caicago next Wednesday morning to 
deliver an address before the world’s con- 
gress of religious in that city. 

ln view of the recent reports which have 
been circulated in regard to the disorgan- 
ized condition of the church, it wag thought 
best to call a meeting of the congregation 
und emphasize the fact, by a general 
outpouring of the membership, that the 
church was never more compietely united 
than it is at present. 

Among the number present were several 
who Were not members of the church, and 
u tew ot these were southern people, who 
LOUK a part in the meeting and added the 
voive of their testimouy to the hign esteem 
in which the pastor was held. 

A letter was read from Governor Nor- 
then, in which he expressed a sympathy 
With the object of the meeting and regretted 
bis inability to be present. 

After the preliminary exercises of the 
meeung were concluded, Mr. Henry B. 
Wey, on the part of the congregation, made 
a brief statement of the difficulties which 
the church bad recently surmounted and 
the action of the committee in ascertaining 
the author of the publications which had 
made their appearance in the daily news- 
papers. 

He stated that the newspapers had re- 
ceived the committee with courtesy and 
assured them of their willingness to make 
such proper reparauon as the circum- 
stanees of the case required. This 
was afterwards done to the sat- 
isfaction of the church and the best of 
of harmony and good feeling had since pre- 
vailed. A general denial of all the charges, 
sigued by the officers of the church and 
leading members of the congregation, had 
subsequently appeared in print. He con 
cluded’ his remarks by saying that the 
church was never more completely a_ unit 
and the most successful refutation of: the 
charges was the inner life and character of 
the church organization. ; 

This was followed by a short and inter- 
esting talk from Mr. Watson Fuller, who 
spoke of the national esteem in which the 

astor was held and quoted an opinion 

rom General O. O. Howard, the major 
general of the United States army. ; 

Dr. R. S.. Barrett, the dean of St. 
Luke’s cathedral, followed Mr. Fuller in a 
short and feeling talk, in which he ex- 
pressed his gratification in seeing | the 
church a unit. -He referred to his friend- 
ship and love for the pastor and expressed 
the hope that he would long continue to 
minister to the flock and to prosecute his 
Christian labors in this city- 

Mr. F. HH. Peck then read a brief his. 
tory of the church organization and gave 
an interesting account of its start in 1882. 
The first meeting was held in the base 
ment of the First Methodist church, and 
the services were afterwards held at the 
engine house on Broad street. The present 
building was erected during the pastorate 
of Dr. Eddy. who was one of the most be- 
loved and gifted evangels of his denom- 
ination. The church, under the pastorate 
of Dr. Sherrill, had steadily grown and 
the weekly prayer meetings, in proportion 
to the size of the congregation, were, per- 
hans, the Jargest in the city. 

Short addresses were made by Messrs. 
R. H. 
Osborn and several others. 

The music rendered by the choir was ex- 
cellent and several beautiful songs were 
sung. The meeting was one of intense 
zeal and enthusiasm. 

The remarks of Dr. Sherrill, the pastor, 
were brief and modest. No allusion was 
made to himself, and while he gratefully 
acknowledged the compliment which his 
flock had paid, be ascribed the success of 
his ministry to the spirit of co-operation 
and prayed the richest benediction of 
heaven upon his people and his flock. 

Dr. Sherrill leaves for Chicago next 
Wednesday, accompanied by Mrs. Sherrill, 
and will not return to the city before the 
Ist of October. 

In the Other Churches. 


Divine worship, in the several churches 
of the city yesterday, was well attended. 
ir. D. W. Gwin, who was the pastor 
of the First Baptist church for a number 
of years, preached a notable sermon, which 
was heard by a large congregation. _ 

The services at the First Presbyterian 
church were rendered unusually interest- 
ing on account of the musical programme, 
which w&s made a special feature of the 
morning worship. ; 3 

Being the first Sabbath in September. 
the day was practically the beginning of 
the fall services and nearly al] of the wan- 
derers were in their pews, having returned 
from their summer vacation. 

First Christian Church. 

An audience which taxed the church to its 
full seating capacity gathered at this church 
to worship. ‘he introductory services of 
prayer, congregational singing and respon- 
sive readings of the scriptues s*em to 
heartily enjoyed by the body of worshipers 
who gather regularly at the church. These 
services are weil calculated to fit the audience 
for the practica] sermon that Dr, Wiiliamson 
usually delivers. The subject of the sermon 
Was “Refuge.” The preacher spoke of the 
difference between the Jewish economy and 
the Christian dispensation. The former was 
both secular and religious, was a government 
by specific law; the iatter is all comprehen- 
sive, because it is government by principle 
instead of by specific enactment. The largest 
and most comprehensive statement of Chris- 
tianity is ‘Supreme love to God and loving 
one’s neighbor as himself.’’ 

Under the Jewish economy a provision was 
made for the mansiayer who had uninten- 
tionally killed his fellow. Six cities—three 
on one side of the Jordan and three on the 
other—were set apart and called ‘“‘cities of 
refuge,’ and into these the homicide might 
flee and remain and be safe. Saving life is a 
high calling and he Who risks his own life to 
Save his fellow man is a true hero. 

Atlanta’s praise is sung throughout our land 
because of the openness of her hospitality 
extended to her poor, stricken sister by the 
sea. God bless our brave, beautiful city and 

reserve it from plague, pestilence and fam- 
ne. Atlanta is a ‘‘city of refug,e’’ and 
upon the old red hills of Georgia. God has 
builded a noble, beautiful, city, and peopled 
it with a hospitable, charitable, honorable 
and Christian people. We must not, how- 
ever, become boastful. - Because ho yellow 
feve plague nor pestilence of cholera have 
sinitten us. we should not — that they 
Cannot. Vecause the cyclones have parted 
aud but lightly touched us is no proof that 
their devastating track may not some day 
cross our loved city. Only let us be thankful 
and humble and prayerful. May a loving 
Father continue his blessing upon us and 
make beautiful Atlanta a lighthouse of safety 
and a “refuge in thée~ time of storm.’’ 

Another earnest question confronts us. We 
are inviting refugees into our city. What 
are we doing to feed the poor, unemployed 
men and women who are already here? That 
there is distess in our city we must admit.

We give a short 
synopsis of the sermon as follows: 

The pastor preached at 11 a. m. on “Life 
and work as prayer fur the coming of the 
kingdom of God,’ from Matthew 6th chapter, 
10th verse: ‘“lhy Kingdom come.” 

When Christ was asked to teach the disciples 
how to pray He taught them only what to 
pray. ‘The mode of praying He ignored. 
Mode in nothing is of consequence to Christ, 
and should not be to man. All praying is not 
service of the lips. The old monks said wise- 
ly, ‘““Yo labor is to pray.” We can put our 
feet, our hands, our activities, our business 
into prayer for the advancing kingdom as 
surely as we can put our lips into it. The pas- 
sengers of the wrecked steamship Savannah 
are said to have all prayed. None more in 
fact than the brave captain who toiled and 
— the passengers on the hurricane 
CCR, 

We advance the kingdom by annexing our- 
selves to its territory. When we choose 
Christ as king and are imbuet with His spirit 
we are lifelong incarnate intercessions for the 
spread of His rule. We advance the kingdom 
by the annexation of our families to it. We 
have no power to renew our children and 
household,- but it is possible to enthrone the 
kingdom of heaven over them and repel from 
the family the invasion of worldliness from 
without, and the uprisings of lawlessness 
within. That work is priestly mediation. 

The kingdom of heaven advances with the 
improvement of society. All sham and hum. 
bug in character and service, all bad work in 
cloth or wood or metal, in court or legislature 
as well as in the pulpit, deraila coming grace 
to man. But true work in invention, facilitat- 
ing labor and lifting burdens and improving 
material and intellectual conditions furthers 
the kingdom. It is a John’s ministry bringing 
Christ to its feet; a prayer of sweat and toil. 
All true he!pful labor is a priesthood. Prayer 
in overalls is as prayerful as in canonicals. 
The shop as well as the pulpit intercedes for 
the kingdom's coming. 

The kingdom comes through the state. Loy- 
alty to the state stands side by side with that 
due God by His Son’s authority. To obey 
civil statute, to pay just tribute and all one 
owes, to give up life itself when demanded, 
furthers the kingdom through the common- 
wealth. Ramparts crowned with dead sol- 
diers are the vestibules of heaven. The blood 
of the brave as an incense of patriotism min- 
gled with the prayers of the saints. 

Let us pray fgr the kingdom. 
surely, but with right living and useful work- 
ing as well. A trne life is a Nfelong interces- 
sion; a work of helpfwl moment, a crystallized 
praver in an eternal setting. The true and 
toiling are made kings and priests unto God. 
and their ministry, whether appreciated or 
not, hastens the coming kingdom. Then life 
is a psalm to despair, and their labors success- 
ful mediation. 

At the First Baptist. 

Dr. Hawthorne did not fill his pulpit yes- 
terday as was announced on the previous 
Sabbath that he would. He has not yet re- 
turned from his vacation, but wiil arrive 
home today and fi) his pu:pit next Sunday. 

Rey. J. W. Roberts preached at the First 
Baptist, and his sermon, which was on Ju- 
das’s betrayal of Christ, was a very fine one. 
The peasant day had the effect of draw- 
ing a large congregation to church.

Dean Barrett preached from the 41st verse 
of the 18th cuapter of St. Luke: “What wii 
thou that 1 sali Go unto thee?

When Bartimeus, the bind beggar of 
Jericho, heard the mu.titude passing wy and 
asked ‘What it meant, he was tod that Jesus 
of Nazareth passeth by. He cried uate Him 
saying: “Jesus, Lhou son of David, have 
mercy On We.’’ Then did Jesus ask the 
question and Barthmeus answered, askiug the 
thing he most desired. Light—iight to be 
poured into his darkened optics that he might 
see Lhe grand, beautiful things of this worid. 
Bartimus bad faith; he kuew the ‘Master 
had much to give, though it meere not silver 
aud gold. A woman may reach the height 
of social position; a man may be rich, emi- 
nent aud powerful, but none of these things 
give happiness. Looking back over bis life 
he ‘wiil find that he has missed the light, 
and does he not receive it ‘his tife goes out 
in regret. There was no not-worth-while- 
ness about Bartimeus. Had there been when 
his friends wanted him to hush and not cal) 
upon our Lord, he would not have received 
his sight. Usualiy what all your friends 
urge you not to do, you are safe in not doing. 
When the pubiic agrees upon a thing it !s 
generally right. We cannot fly in the face 
of: conventionalities. ®But this man was 
right to cry aloud in spite of his friends. He 
knew no more of what light was in reality 
than we know what heaven is like. He 
might have been taught the principles, so 
he could have taught the iaw of optics, that 
light was the motion of the sun, borne on 
the substance called ether, but ‘he tould not 
see or feei the light. Suppose he had said 
“IT am an agnostic. I know nothing of light; 
I have not seen it, and so do not know that 
it exists, and can seek nothing of it.” That 
is ‘what agnostics tell us. ‘“‘We believe noth- 
ing we cannot understand. So we do not 
They do beiieve in 
they do not live it, so 
de not know § it. They, like the 
atheists, say the religion of Christ is 
the great moral support of the worid and 
without it, or something to take its piace, 
society, the worid at large, would be in a 
bad way generally. But they have not yet, 
nor will they ever, find anything to take the 
piace of religion. In all lands there is some 
religious /beilef and.faith and it is aiways 
a moral checkrein. Then, my friends, let 
us seek the spiritual light where Bartimeus 
sought it, at the feet of the Master.

If we 
are intellectually biind let us not be soui 
blind, but let us ery aloud ugto Jesus of 
Nazareth. who is always passing by us: 
“Jesus, Thou son of David, have mercy on 
me.” Let the light of Christ, our Lord, so 
fiil our lives that we carry it into the dark- 
ness of other lives and fili them with the 
light of His love.

Handsome Editorial Tribute to the Aragen 

‘ and Its Management. 

Atlanta is proud of her new hotel. the 
Aragon. 

There is reason for it. The Aragon is 
one of the best hotels in the land, and is 
so ranked by hotel men, who know what 
they are talking about. 

Mr. I’rank Bell, the Jessee of the Aragon, 
and the myangement have kept the hotel 
up to a high standard ever since that 
standard was set in the very beginning 
the first day the doors of the Aragon were 
flung open to the public. 

The followng editorial, from The Rich- 
field News, shows how the Aragon is known 
abroad: 

‘Tourists to the south next winter will 
be attracted by another magent in the new 
Hotel Aragon, at Attlanta—one of the 
most .Juxurious hotels in a state noted for 
the excellence of its guest houses. The 
Aragon was opened last November, under 
the management of Mr. B. K. Tice, and 
was the occasion for a demonstration such 
as might have fired the heart of a Roman 
consul. In style the Aragon is Spanish- 
Romansesque. It is six stories high and has 
a frontage of 104 feet in one street and 200 
feet on another. The first story is of Geor- 
gia marble and the other five of pressed 
brick and terra cotta, with marble trim- 
mings. 

“Half of the sixth story is used as a 
roof garden, where concerts are given. 
The sanitary arrangements of the hotel 
are the best that science could devise. As 
at the Hote] Ellington, at Richfield Springs, 
and the elegant Windsor, at Saratoga, the 
dinner hour at the Aragon is from 6 until 
8 o'clock, an elaborate luncheon being served 
from half past 12 o’clock until 2. During 
the dinner hour the orchestra plays in an 
adjoining room and can be heard by guests 
in the cafe and restaurant also. Noth- 
ing need be said of the climate of Atlanta, 
which is mild and healthful—a medium be- 
tween the cold of the north and the heat 
of the tropical latitudes. The mean win- 
ter temperature is about 64 degrees.”

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Edwards’ Assilants. ’ 
TWO WHITE MEN ARE ARRESTED 


Suspected of the Daring Assault—One of 
Them An Blectric Car Motorman— 
They Deny the Charge. 


A fight on an electric car may lead to 
the solution of the mystery hanging over 
the bold assault made upon Mr. D. B. 
Edwards, the piano tuner for Messrs. 
Miles & Stiff, by two highwaymen in the 
eastern’ part of the city Saturday night. 

Two well-dressed young white men are 
now under arrest at police headquarters 
charged with the fight and the detectives 
strongly suspect them of being the daring 
pair who shoved a pistol under Mr. Ed- 
wards’s face and fired in a most business 
like manner, Mr. Edwards only saving 
himself by a timely dive. 

Soon after the men were arrested yester- 
day afternoon Mr. Edwards was sent for 
to identify them. He took a good look at 
both of the prisoners and announced that 
he could not state positively that the men 
were the two who assailed and came so 
near shooting him. He did state, however, 
that their sizes, voices and general appear- 
ance tallied with that of the two men who 
paid their respects to him on the corner 
of Howell and Houston streets Saturday 
night. He admitted that he might be mis- 
taken. The two men most positively and 
strenuously deny that there is any truth 
in the suspicions of the detectives and say 
they will be able to show clean hands. 
The two men are J. P. Aycock, a motor- 
man who has been in the employ of the At- 
lanta Consolidated for more than @ year, 
and J. C. Echols, who has recently been 
at work in Fiorida for H. M. Flagle, the 
railroad builder and capitalist. Both men 
were raiseg in Rockdale county and have 
good reputations at their old home. Ay- 
cock is a tall, well-dressed man with black 
mustache and hair and Echols is beardless 
with light hair and eyes. The two have 
been boarding at Mrs.  MHbollingsworth’s, 
462 Houston street. 

‘Saturday morning Echols complained 
that he had lost $5 out of his pocket in 
his room the night before. About 7:30 
o’clock Saturday night he and Aycock board- 
ed an incoming car on the Atlanta City 
street railway to come into the city. The 
Motorman on this car was a man of the 
name of Joe Williamson, Echols’s room- 
mate at the boarding house. 

The two men stood on the front end of 
the car and Echols told Williamson that he 
had lost $5 and he knew who etole it from 
him. Williamson inquired if Echols sus- 
pected him and when the latter stated that 
he did a fight began. The two men went 
off the car during the fight, which was a 
warm one. The men fought for several 
minutes in the street until they were sepa- 
rated by some one. 

Yesterday the matter was reported at 
police headquarters and Detectives Looney 
and Cason arrested Echols and Aycock. 
Putting together the fact of the fight arid 
the fact that the men got off the electric 
car not far from where Mr. Edwards was 
attacked and that the attack made upon 
Mr. Edwards oecurred just a few minutes 
after the fight on the car, the detectives 
were inclined to suspect them of the bold 
assault. re 

Mr. Edwards was sent for with the re- 
sult given above. The detectives are not 
satisfied that the two men are the assail- 
ants of Mr. Edwards and are confident 
that if they are that the assault was not 
made with robbery as the motive
